not for this congress, expired today. Its 
friends were active last week andat one time 
thought they saw their way clear. They in- 
tended to have the labor committee ask the 
house to set a day for the consideration of this 
pil), and were confident that it would be done 
aud that the bill could be passed on the day so 
set. The fatal difficulty was met inthe com- 
yuittee. Iu’congress, as everywhere else in 
the country at this time, the labor troubles 
ropstitute the absorbing topic. The statesman 
studies them with an anxiety for their solu- 
tion on tight principies. The demagogue 
leaps to the front whenever’ the 
subject is introduced and proclaims himself 
the friend of the people. So mild a measure’as 
the educational bill stood no showing in a 
committee where heroes of labor's legislation 
are sprouting every day. The committee re- 
fused to consider anything which did not look 
@irectly in the direction of the labor troubles, 
Tn asking the house to set apart a day forsuch 
bills as it might call up, the chairman distinct- 
ly stated that the educational bill would not 
be offered to the house, but that theday would 
be devoted solely to bills touching the labor 
question. The 3d ef June was granted for 
this purpose, and it is hoped that the wisdom 
Gf the committee will by that time produce 
something worthy of the consideration of the 
house. 

The education bill after passing the senate 
and carrying the house on a véte must 
await the next session or the next congress.

The Senate Passes the Bill Denying Foreign 

Vessels Rights Not Given to Americans, 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—After routine busi- 
ness in the senate today, Mr. Frye called up 
the house shipping bill entitled: “A bill to 
‘abolish certain fees for official services to 
American vessels, and to amend t he laws re- 
~ dating to shipping gommissioners, seamen and 

owners of vessels.” This is the bill passed by 
the house of representatives on February 4th 
last, abolishing fees for measuring tonnage, for 

issuing licenses, registry certificates and a 

great varicty of other fees. 

The bill having been read, Mr. Frye moved 
to add to it asa new section, the provisions of 
the bill recently reported by him from the 
committee on commerce, authorizing the 
president to issue a proclamation, whenever he 

. may deem proper, denying the vessels of for- 
eign countries such privileges as are denied in 
such foreign countries to vessels of the United 
States. [This is the provision authorizing 
retaLation for the recent action of the domin- 
ion of Canada, in excluding United States ves- 
sels from certain privileges in Canadian ports, 
but the provision of Mr. Frye’s bill is not con- 
fined to Canada, but is made general so as to 
apply to all foreign countries. ] 

After some inquiry by Messrs. McPherson 
and Vest and a word of reply by Mr, Frye, 
the amendment was agreed to without debate. 

The bill, as amended by the senate, was then 
passed, and on motion of Frye, a committee of 
wonference was ordered on the disagreeing 
votes of the two houses upon the bill.

At twoo’clock the pension bill was laid 
before the senate. The pending amendment 
was that heretofore offered by Mr. Van Wick, 
providing that no soldierunder this act shall 
receive less than $8 per month. 

Mr. Blair moved to amend the amendment 
by substituting $4 for $8. 

Mr. Logan moved an amendment providing 
‘that all pensions heretofore granted under 
any previous act, toJany soldier, shall, where 
less than eight dollars a month has been al- 
lowed, be increased to eight dollars a month 
and no less amount shall be allowed to any 
pensioner, being a soldier, under this or any 
previous act.” 

The first question being taken on Mr. 
Blair’s amendment to Mr. Van Wyck’s amend- 
ment, it was rejected—18 to 25. 

The question recurred on Mr. Logan's 
amendment tothe amendment of Mr. Van 
Wyck and it also was rejected—22 to 27. 

Mr. Blair moved as a substitute for the 
pending amendment a proviso that no pension 
hereafter to be paid underany law to any sol- 
dier, shall be rated at less than four dollars 
a month. 

Mr. Butler submitted an amendment to be 
proposed by him atthe proper time providing 
for a pension of eight dollars a month to each 
surviving soldier of the Mexican war. 

Without further action the senate at 4:10 p. 
m. wentinto executive session. 

At 5:55, the doors were redPened and the 
senate adjourned. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

The senate spentan hour today in the secret 
discussion of Mrs. Thompson’s nomination to 
be postmaster at Louisville, Ky. Mr. Black- 
burn opposed the confirmation io a long speech, 
beginning with an appeal for the removal of 
the injunction of secrecy from all proceedings 
in regard tothe case. His remarks were de- 
voted chiefly to an explanation of some of the 
intricacies of Kentucky politics. Senator 
Beck replied more briefly, defending the nom- 
ination, and advocating its confirmation. The 
nomination was confirmed with only six op- 
posing votes, which were about equally divi- 
ded between the two parties. The injunction 
of secrecy was not removed. 

Mr. Ridéleberger introduced a joint resolu- 
tion providing for the erection in Washington 
city of an equestrian statue of President 
Zachary Taylor. 


THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


The House Considers the Debt Owed the Gov- 
ernment. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Under the call of 
states a number of bills, etc., were introduced 
and referred. The house then went into com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, in 
the chair. 

The bill was considered briefly, and having 
been reported to the house, it was passed. 

The call of committees for motions to sus- 
pend the rules resting with the committee on 
Pacific railways, Mr. Richardson of Tennessee, 
on behalf of that committee, withdrew ‘the 
motion made by him on the last committee 
suspension day to suspend the rules and put 
on its passage the bill requiring the Northern 
Pacific to pay the cost of conveying and sur- 
veying its land grant, and in lieu thereof, 
moved to suspend the rules and adopt resolu- 
tions setting apart the 5th and 8th of June for 
the consideration of business reported by the 
committee. 

Mr. Richardson explained that more impor- 


tant measures that wonld be called up were 
the joint resolution providing for 
the investigation of the accounts 
of the Pacifie railroads, and 


the bill providing for the funding of the debt 
of those roads. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, said that the action of 
the committee in reporting the funding bill 
had been grossly misrepresented in some 
qnartecis, for some purposes, and while he 
knew that this was not the time to discuss the 
question on its merits, yet he took the oppdér- 
tunity to put on record the substance of that 
iroportant measure. At the present time the 
Pacific companies owed the government $102,- 
“00,000, but the debt would not be due until 
Iss, Thedebt was growing at the rate of 
$1,600,000 a year, and in 1898 would amount 
to $128,500,000. Before the government could 
be paid, the companies must pay an outstand- 


ing debt—which was a prior lien— 
which, added to the government 


debt, would amount to $193,000,000. The prep- 
erty, from the best information the committee 
could get, could be built today forfone-half the 
money. Ifthere was default in payment of 
their first mortgage bonds. what would be the 
result? The franchises would be sold and the 
government would get literally nothing. For 
many years there had been suggestions made 
jn regard to protecting the interests of the 
government in these great corporations. In 
1878 the Thurman act had been passed, but 
the results expected from it had not been re- 
alized. By reason of the building of compet- 
ing lines, the receipts of the roads had fallen 
off and while there bad been no increase in the 
percentage paid intothe sinking fund, there 


hed been no great increase in the 
amount." Something must be done 
to protect the government, The 
committee had thought that the first 


thing to do was to try to benefit the govern- 
ment security. It had thought thatthe ques- 
tion was not so mucha question of when the 
government should be paid, as it was a ques- 
tion of certainty of payment. He was aware 
that when looking to the prejudice which had 
been excited by the bad practices of the com- 
panies in the past were not always able to take 
a business view of the question. The commit- 
tee, he thought, had taken such a view. It 
had provided that this debt, which would be 
due in 1898, should be divided into one hun- 
dred and forty parts,two of which should be 
paid each year, beginning immediately. This 
was twelve years before the government 
would receive anything under the exist- 
ing law, Under this plan, iustead 
of waiting 12 years before receiving a dollar, 
the government would begin at once receiving 
$3,500,000. Before 1898 the government 
would bave received about $41,000,000. The 
bill provided for a partial extension anda par- 
tial anticipation of the debt. If the compa- 
nies refused to accept the provisions of the 
act, the Thurman act would be so amended as 
to increase from 25 per cent to 40 per cent the 
_—— required to be paid into the sinking 
und. 

A motion to suspend the rules and adopt the 
resolution was agreed to without division. 

On motion of O’Donnel, of Michigan, from 
the committee on educatton, the rules were 
suspended and the house passed-—-yeas 293, 
nays 5--the senate bill to provide for the study 
of the nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics 
and of their effects upon the human system 
in connection with the several divisions 
of the subject of physiology and hygiene by 
the pupils in public schools of the territories 
and Of the District of Columbia, and in mili- 
tary and naval academies and Indian and 
colored schools in territories of the United 
States. 

Mr. O’ Neill, cf Missouri, from the committee 
on labor, moved to suspend the rules and 
adopt a resolution setting apart the 3d of Jane 
(and’subsequent days) for the consideration of 
busivess presented by that committee. Mr. 
O’Neill stated that the bills which would be 
called up were those prohibiting the employ- 
mentof alien and convict labor on - public 
works, to protect servants and mechanics in 
their wages, and other like measures, The 
educational bill would not be called up under 
this order. 

This statement of Mr. O’Neill’s had the 
effect of arousing the antagonism of some 
of the friends of that measure and this. an- 
tagonism was hardly appeased when Mr. Wil- 
lis, of Kentucky, speaking asa friend of the 
bill, said that as a matter of fair play to the 
committee on labor, aday should be given to 

fits bills, He would trust 


to the generosity of that committee to give 
the houré an ovp rtunity in due time to con- 
sider the education bill. 

Mr. O Neill thought that it was unfair and 
upgenerous in men who pretended to be 
friends of the educational bill, which had 
been referred to a committee towhich it did 
not belong, to put their legs around the neck 
of that committee and throttle everything 
else, unless the educational bill were called up. 

Mr. Randal!, of Pennsylvania, was opposed 
to making the laber accessory to carry the 
educational b:ll through. The day for which 
the labor committee asked should be confined 
to the consideration of matters that reiated to 
the laboring interest. 

Mr. Cabel), of Virginia, thought thatifa 
majority of the house wasin favor of the eda- 
er bill it ought to be allowed to vote 

or it. 

Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, energetically af: 
firmed that the educational bill had not had 
fair play. He had never before seen a great 
measure throttled by such unwarrantable 
means as had been resorted to in order to stifle 
that bill. 

Mr. O’Neill—The gentleman does not apply 
that to cur committee. 

Mr. Dunn—I apply it to those who have 
governed this house. 

“And,” broke in Mr. Morrison, tapping him- 
self on his shoulder, “whatever responsibility 
attaches to take.” [Laughter]. 

Mr. Reagan protested against the practice of 
assigning days for the consideration of petty 
husiness reported by some unimportant com- 
mittecs, on the ground that it prevented action 
upen great public measures, such as the inter- 
state commerce bill, the Pacific railroad fund- 
ing bill and the land forfeiture bills. 

Mr. Cowles, of North Carolina, expressed his 
sorrow that, notwithstanding the declarations 
of national and state democratic conventions, 
he should find himself among so few who were 
willing openly to champion the cause of public 
ecucation, 

Mr. Morrison suggested that the gentleman 
forgot what party he wasin. The educational 
plank had been inthe republican platform, not 
in the democratic. 

Mr. Dunn opposed the resolution on account 
of what he considered an unfair discrimina- 
ticn against the educational bill. The oppo- 
nents of that measure were afraid to let the 
house vote upon it. The most remarkable and 
extraordinary fortifications had been erected 
against it. He had found among his file of 
reports a report on the bill cxtending the 
bonded whisky period. That was the same 
old bill that had been kicked ignominiously 
out of the house during two or three congre3s- 
es. Some gentlemen seemed willing to vote 
millicns for whisky, but not one dollar for 
education. [Laughter.} That was not his 
platform. 

The motion to suspend the rules and adopt 
the resolution was agreed to--yeas 196, nays 
18, 

In reporting to the house from the commit- 
tee on public lands, the bill declaring forfeiture 
of unearned Jands granted the state of Florida 
to aid in the construction of certain railroads, 
Mr. Parsons, of IlJinois,, after reviewing the 
history ofthe grants and stating the reasons 
that infiuenced the committee in recommend- 
ing the forfeiture, says: 

‘“Wehave not deemed it necessary toadd the 
history ofthe management andthe wrecking of 
this system of roads, nor toreckless squandering 
of public lands in theirinterest by local authori- 
ties. The swamp land act, under which Florida 
has received about 25,000,000 acres ofland and 
will receive probably seven to nine millions 
more contemplated the use of the lands for 
reclamation, but the state seems to adopt a most 
speedy method of distribution to corporations and 
we are told that there has been one sale of four 
million of acres of these lands to corporations to 
realize one million dollars to be paid on an old 
indemnity by the state to one ofthe railroads un- 
der the internal improvement act of 1855. The 
tote] arca of Florida is 35,716,600, and there has 
been granted by the United States for railroad, 
scheol and imprevement grants 28,907,118, leay- 
ing open to settlement but 6,806,152 acres, or apout 
one-sixth of the state, which was practically all 
the government land when this policy began.” 

The approximate amount saved by the bill 
is €95,040 acres on the Pensacola line and 
576 OCO acres on the Waldo-Tampa line. 

The house then, at 4:25, adjourned. 


THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 


The Bill to Establisha Port of Delivery at 
Springfield, Mass., Returned.;: 


WASHINGTON, May 17.--The president has 
vetoed the bill to establish a port of delivery 
at Springfield, state of Massachusetts. In his 
meseage the prescrens says: 

It appearsthat the best reasons urged for the 
passage of this bill are that Springfield has a pop- 
ulation of about forty thousand, that the imports 
to the section of country where the city is leczated 
for the last year amounted in value to nearly three 


million dollars, and that importers at 
this point labor under disadvantage 
in being obliged to go to New York 


and Boston to clear their goods, which are fre- 
quently peg’ delayed. The government is now 
subjected to a great loss of revenue through the 
rractices of the present system relating to the col- 
lector of customs’ duties and through frauds and 
evasions which that system permits and invites. 
It is also the cause of much delay and vexation to 
which the honest importer is subjected. I am of 
the opinion that reforms of the present methods 
which have been lately earnestly pressed upon 
congress should be inaugnrated instead of increas- 
ing the number of poris where the present evils 
may be further extended. The bill now under 


consideration provides that %& surveyor 
of customs shall be appointed to 
reside at said port who shall 


receive a sal not to exceed $1,000 per annuum. 
It is quite obyious that an experienced force of 
employes at the ports where goods for Springfield 
are admitted would be much better qualified to ad- 
just the duties upon the same than thg person thus 
proposed to be added to the vast army of custom 
cfiicials, There are hundreds of cities injdifferent 
states having a larger population than Springfield 
and fully as much entitled, upon every ground 
presented, tothe advantages sought by this bill, 
and yet it is clear that the following of precedents 
which the proposed legislation would establish, 
could not fail to produce confusion and uucertainty 
in the adjusiment of customs duties leading to ir- 
ritating discriminations and probable loss to the 
government,

SATURDAY’S STORM. 


Losses of Lifeand Damage to Property in 
Ohio and Elsewhere. 

CELINA, O., May 17.—Reports of Saturday 
night regarding the cyclone were not much 
exaggerated, The track of the storm was 
three miles north. Scores of houses were de- 
stroyed and several people killed, but the 
number isnot known. F. Rolander’s wife 
was intantly killed and he and their son were 
fatally injured. Two farmers, named Foughts 
and Roberts, were killed: G. F. Hellworth re- 
ceived bruises that will make him a cripple 
for life; his son, Oscar, had an afm, and his 
Ganghter tworibs broken; John Hogan, a 
hired man, had hisleg broken; Fred Bromy 
was carried fifty yards in his bed, receiving se- 
vere cuts and bruises; Johp Durbin’s residence 
was biown down, but Durbin succeeded in 
propping itup while his wife and five chil- 
dren esaaped; he isnow dying from injuries 
received. Several other people hai bones bro 
ken, but will recover,.Churches and houses 
throughout the vicinity are a total loss. Peo- 
ple are crowded into constructions of all kinds 
where they can derive any relief.

THE LATEST PHASE OF THELABOR 
TROUBLES, 


The Strike Renewed in the Chicago Lumbsr Yards— 
The Freight Workers Hold a Large Mecting— 
The Carpet Weavers Return to Work— 
Asscnibly Resolutions, Etc., Etc. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—The workmen in the 
yards in the eouthwestern lumber district 
have taken action to renew the strike. Meet- 
ings were held yesterday at various places, 
two branches, the Germans and Bohemians, 
holding their meetings separately. Prom}: 
nent members of the Lumber Workers union 
addressed the crowds, urging the men 
strongly to continue the strike. The support 
of employes of the stock yards and of work- 
men in building trades was promised. The 
fate of the eight-hour movement, it was said 
depended upon its adoption in the lumber 
yards. At least three thousand men attended 
the several meetings, and united action was 
taken. It was resolved to continue the strike, 
and circulars were printed in German and 
Bohemian, which were circulated freely. A 
free translation of the German circular is as 
foliows: 

To the lumber workers:—All employes of lum- 
ber yards arecalled upon to stand out for eight 
hours. The strike will be renewed in all yards 
Monday worning, May 17.. The strike will be sup- 
ported by the employes of stock yards, carpenters 
and joiners’ 

COMMITTEE OF LUMBER WORKER'S UNION,” 

When the yards closed Saturday afternoon 
it was thought the strike was at an end.Nearly 
balithe men were at work again and it was 
thought that nearly all would go back today. 

A resticss spirit prevailed this morning at 
7 oclock. Twenty-second and intersecting 
streets were lined with a great crowd of men 
and boys. The decided stand taken at the 
meetings of strikers Saturday and yesterday 
and the promulgation of their determination 
to stay out and compcl the bosses to capitulate 
had forewarned the police and ‘they were on 
hand in force early in the morning prepared 
to preserve order and quell any demonstrations 
of violence that might occur, Lieutenant Shep- 
pard, with an extra squad of officers, patrolled 
tha streets and prevented large gatherings, 
dispersing the men and compelling them to 
keé¢p moving. Several of the firms started up 
wifh small gangs men-and no trouble of 
any nature occurred during the first working 
hours of the day. Those who are out to stay 
did not attempt any interference with the men 
who wished to go to work. A tour of the 
yards revealed the fact that not to exceed one- 
third of the men who were at work Saturday 
appeared at the yards this morning, having 
been intimidated by the fear that the yards 
would he raided from. the stock yards and 
other industries. 

THE FREIGHT WORKERS. 

There was a large turnout, probably fifteen 
hundred, at the meeting of freight workers at 
Ujrich’s hall, twoith Clark street yesterday 
afternoon, the session lasting over four hours, 
The meeting was conducted with wunus3ua! 
secrecy and all intruders were promptly eject: 
ed. The session was mainly taken up with the 
details of perfecting an organization. A large 
number of new members were enrolled and 
the fund increased by liberal subscriptions. 
In regard to the attitude of the union toward 
railroads, one of the members informed a re- 
porter that the fight had been dropped for the 
present. They haddecided, he said, to join 
the Knights of Labor as an organization and 


would get their charter in a_i few 
weeks. Then they would have a voice and 
would be able to command respect. Two 


thirds of their number, he added, were now at 
work in the freight houses, and efforts were 
being made to get the others back. Only the 
Northwestern, Milwaukee and Burlington 
hold out against them, but these would yield 
in time gradually until all the old men would 
be in their old places. Then would be the 
time to act. They had, he concluded, acted 
unwisely to strike withont being organized 
and without a certainty of co operation, but 
were proceeding on the right basis now, and 
would show the railroad companies before 
meny months that they had not gained such a 
victory over the men as they supposed.

May 14.—Brown’s Tenth street 
rolling mill resumed operations today, the 
men who struck two weeks ago for ten per 
cent advance in wages returning to work at 
the old rates. Themen employed in the lap- 
weld department of Byer’s pipe mill, who 
struck last week for ten per cent increase, 
also returned to work today at old wazes. 

DISCHARGING A KNIGHT. 

HUNTER’s Pornt, L. I., May 17.—The Long 
Island railroad company discharged a brake- 
man on the ground that he wasa Knight of 
Labor, and now a strike is threatened. 

MEETINGS OF MINERS, 

CUMBERLAND, Md., May 17.—The miners 
employed by the various companies througa- 
out the Cumberland coal region held meetings 
teday and discussed the advisability of con- 
tinuing the strike or resuming work at old 
wages. The vote was taken and the employes 
of several of the mines voted unanimously to 
resume. A delegate meeting will be held to- 
morrow, and it is thought that the strike will 
be declared off, as the operators have stated 
positively that they cannot afford to pay the 
advance demanded. 

A CINCINNATI STRIKE. 

CINCINNATI, May 17.—The planing mill 
and bench hands,at a meeting held this morns 
ing, rexelyed to strike for eight hours work 
aid ten hours pay in view of the fact that the 
proprietors have refused to keep their proms 
ses of eight hours pay for eight hours}work.

THE ANARCHISTS. 


A Grand Jury Formed to Consider the Cases 
—The Judge's Charge. 

CuicaGo, May17.—The grand jury whose 

duty it will be to consider the anarchist cases 


was called together today. The courtroom | 


was crowded with people. Comment was free- 
ly made on the appearance of the jurors, who 
responded tothe call of their names. The 
impression was that they were an intelligent 
body of men. Judge Rodgers made his charge 
substantially as follows: : 

We hear a good Geallately of what Constitutes 
freedom of speech. There is no constitutional 
right for men to assemble and engage in‘wild har- 
angues andincendiary speech. These men must 
be held responsible for what they incite others to 
do. Thatisthe spiritofthe law. It isoniy your 
mn. oVince to deal with crime—with acts that have 
been commitied. Nevertheless, the history of the 
past few Gays will make it necessary for me to ad- 
vert to other matters than the actual Commission 
of crime, as well as commission of orfense against 
thelaw. The bill of rights of the state of ILilinois 


incorporates the general principles of 
the constitution of the United States. 
Men may assemble and discuss these 
matters—the constitutional! right {f free- 
dom of speech—but they are 


held responsible for whatthey say. If men aredin- 
cited to riot, arson and other unlawful acts, the 
men responsible for this may be held answerable 
for results. Mere spectators, mere lookers on, are 
not the ones only, butthe men who advised the 
commission of crimes are guilty parties as weil. 
The principles of law incuicate the docirine that 
men whe teach riot, who incite unlawful gather: 

ings toincendiary acts, are responsible for the 
eftects of these rantings. The red flag is a publi 

inenace. Itisan emblem that no quarter will b> 
given. The police havea rightto suppress the-e 
people to prevent the commissionof crime. The: 

have the right to quell all such disturbances, and 
police and the chief magistrate’of the city did their 
duty when the time came and acted jike men—th: 

noblest work of God.”’ 

Before quoting the law“on the sub- 
ject, Judge Rogers adverted to the recent labor 
troubles. He said: 

‘They have attracted the notice of the country 
atlarge. But I don’t want to lay the trouble to 
any one nationality. Itis no: nationalities, but 
individuals thatareto blame. It isnotthe Irish 
or Germans or Bohemians. AS a nationality 
all these people love peace. Men have a right 
tostrike. They have the right to quit work if 
tbey please, but when they go one step further 


and say that others have no right to work they 
violate the law and can be punished. It is not 


only the principals that may be held responsible, 
but accessories as well. He or they who stand only 
by after having advised violence committed may 
be held equally to blame with the principals.”’ 
oe Rogers then dismissed thejury, who 
retired to their room and went into session, 
The day was so far gone that nothing was done 
by the body further than to perfect its organi- 
zation and arrange the duration of its hours. 


ARREST OF SOCIALISTS. 


The Police of San Francisco Capture a Mob 
of Anarchists. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.—Five Socialists 
while engaged in haranguing a crowd, were ar 
rested and charged with misdemeanor. The 
most prominent of them is J. P. Rudeizky,a 
Pole, who, in his speech, advocated going to 
Nob Hill and sacking the resideuces of Messrs. 
Standford, Crocker and I‘lood,and distributing 
what money and valuables they found among 
themselves. On Rudeisky’s person were. found 
two pamphlets written by Join Most, of New 
York, entitled “The Beast of Property,’ and 
‘Total Annihilation Proposed as the Unly In- 
fallible Remedy.” The prisoners resisted 
arrest and the officers had to use their clubs. 
One prisoner, A. J. Warren, was rescued from 
the policemen by,the mob, but was recaptured. 
The prisonérs were much excited over their 
arrest, but disclaim the idea that they were 
inciting riot.

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FRENCH SPOLIATION CLAIMS 


The Court of Claims Renders a Decision in 
Regard to Them. 

WAsHINGTON, May 17.—In the court 
claims today, Judge Davis delivered an opinion 
ofthe court in relation to the liability of the 
gceverpment for French spoliation claims in 
which the chief justice and all judges concur. 
After decidivg that the statute giving the 
court jurisdiction required an examination of 
the veiidity of the claims as against Irance 
and the assumption of responsibility for them 
by the United States in the treaty of 1-00, the 
opinion sets forth the obligations assumed by 
the two governments in the treaties of 177%, 
by which France’ pledged herself to 
secure our independence and we undertook 
to guarantee her American possessions and to 
give her cther special privileges. Following 
the history of the two nations, after our peace 
with Great Britain, 1t shows illegal attack 
upon American commerce by the French revo- 
lutiopary government and our failure to abide 
by our promise to France made in 1773, aud 
thenconcludes that by the treaty of 1300. as 
shown by that instrument itself. and negotia- 
tions which led to it, the spoliation claims 
were surrendered in consideration that the 
United States be released from any obligations 
urder the treaties of 1778, and the court, after 
ciscussing the law, is ofthe opinion that the 
claims are valid obligations against this coun- 
try. which sacrificed the rights of 
its individual citizens to secure a great 
national advantage. Considerable space is giv- 
en tothe examination of the relations of the 
two countries between 17{') and 1-00, which it 
was said by the government counse! amounted 
to a state of war.sothat any claims for seiz- 
ures then made would be invalid. The court 
holds that while the relations were strained 
almost to the point of war, there was n0 soi- 
emp war which made every citizen of one 
country an enemy of every citizen of the 
other, annulled treaties and legitimatized 
sei7nres. They also hold that the treaties of 
1803 and 1531 with Franco and the treaty 
of 1819 -with Spain do not apply to 
the spoliation claims, and therefore the claim- 
ants sheuld recover.

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In Case the Gladstone Home Rule Bill Passes 
Partiament. 

Lonpon. May 17.—Three thousand moan ba 
longing to the London volunteers and one 
hundred officers of the same force have offered 
to join any army putinthe field by Ulster in 
rebellion against home rule. The volunteers, 
it is stated, offer to equip themselves and to 
fight in the Ulster cause without pay or re- 
ward so long as their services may be needed. 
British orangeme 1 are called upon 
to hold mass meetings in London 
tonight under the auspices of the Primrose 
club for the purpose of inaugurating a league 
for the protection of the “unity of the empire.” 
The mec¢ting will be devoted to effecting a 
preliminary organization, adopting a title and 
agreeing upon the objects to which the mission 
of the organization is tobe devoted. Catholic, 
as well a3 Protestant loyalists, are invited te 
joir. One of the purposes of the leagne will 
be, it is declared, to “secure the enrollment of 
men accustomed to service.” 

John H. A. McDonald,member for Edinburg 
and St. Andrew’s universities, presented in 
the house of commons tonight a petition 
against granting home rule to Ireland. The 
petition was signed by 106,394 Scotchmen. It 
was one and cne-quarter miles long and 
weighed 274 pounds, and was borne into the 
house on the shoulders of a stalwart attend- 
ant. 

Orangemen of Lurgan, county Armagh, Ire- 
land, are cnrolling themselves in military 
associations organized for the purpose of re- 
sisting home rnle government. It is stated 
that in the event of an Ulster rebellion, a loy- 
alist expedition will be ready to march on 
Dublin, leaving strong garrisons in U ‘ter and 
an army of observation on the Shannon. 

The debate on the home rule bill was con- 
tinued in the house of commons tonight. Sir 
Richard Asheton-Cross, conservative, was the 
first speaker. He said that the bill would not 
secure good government for Ireland. If it 
were passed there would he two sets of judges 
in Ireland. One set would administer justice 
in revenue cases and the other would admin- 
ister justice in criminal cases. The former 
would be protected by the imperial parlia- 
ment, and the other would be left to 
the tender mercies of the Irish people. Mr. 
Gledstone had said that the union was effected 
by bribery, but the premier himself was of- 
fering a large bribe of 50,000,000 pounds to 
Ire}and, and this was not the first time that he 
hed offered a bribe. Parliament, the speaker 
coLtended, would cease to impartial if 
lrish members were not retained. He be- 
lieves that bya firm and judicious adminis- 
tration and by the government's showing a 
readiness to consider just grievances, the Irish 
would, in time, see, ag the Scotch had already 
seen in their case, that it was tothe interest 
of Irciand to remain united with England 
and to maintain the supremacy of the im- 
perial parliament 

James Stanfield, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, said that the conservatives 
had propounded apolicy for governing . Ire- 
land ‘“‘resolutely, and,” he continued, ‘“‘we all 
know what ‘resolutely’ means.” [(Cheers.] 
He believed in Irish nationality and he 
thought that to satisfy the Irish was the only 
way to eflect a lasting moral union of Hag- 
land and Jreland. {Cheers.|

THE PRESBYTERIANS, 


The General Assembly to Meet in Augusta 
on Thursday. 


Aveusta, Ga.,May 17.—At a meeting of the 
general aseembly of the Presbyterian church, 
south, to be held here, commencing on Thurs- 
day, the question of evolution, as taught by 
Dr. James Woodrow, in Columbia, S. C., theo- 
logical seminary, will come up for review. The 
case is based on an appeal from the decision of 
the Virginia synod. Dr. Woodrow has been 
again requested by the directors of the semi- 
nary to resign his professorship, but has not 
complied. At Augusta the first meeting of 
this general assemb)y, in 1561, was held, when 
the southern wing divided from the northern 
wing of the church on sectional issues. This 
will be a quarto-centennial session of the 
general assembly. 


THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


The Quarterly Review to be Changed From 
Macon to Nashville. 

RICHMOND, Va., May 17,—In the Methodist 
Episcopal conference today it was decided that 
a certificate of church membership shall be 
handed te some other organized body within 
one year. Again that preachers shall execute 
all’rules fully as required by the discipline. 

The committee having considered matters 
pertaining to the Quarterly Review recommend 
that it be continued and that the place of pub- 
lication be changed from Macon, Ga., to Nash- 
ville. Dr. Hinton, its editor for the last four 
years, declined to continue in charge of the 
publication longer, but urged its mainteinance 
by the book agent. 

The resolution was adopted, giving the 
board of missions power to accept bequests, 
invest the same and apply the interest to pay- 
ing the current expenses of the board. ; 

In accordance with the report of the com- 
mittee on church extension, the conference, 
created a woman’s parsonage department. 

The special committee appointed to take 
charge of the Centenary Sunday schoo! fund, 
amounting to about ten thousand dollars, 
which sum isto be used for Sunday schools 
most in need. 

The conference refused to abridge appoint- 
ment of presiding elders from twenty to four- 
teen churches. The committee’s report to 
have the board of missions, composed of presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary, treasurer and 
nineteen managers, with the bishops as ex- 
ofticio members, was adopted, 

There was a proionged discussion of the me- 
morial to transfer that part of Florida west of 
the Chattahoochee river from the Alabama to 
the Florida conference, 

The conference decided against the change. 

The committee on revisal presented a 
lengthy report in which, among other things, 
they recommended non-concurrence in memo- 
rials from several conferences asking that the 
name of the church be changed from the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South, to the 
Mcthodist Episcopal church; also, on a memo- 
rial that any church member signing a petition 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors may be 
dealt with as in cases of improper and impru- 
dent conduct. In this last matter the commit- 
tee say that the lawshould remain as it now 
stands. 

The committee on boundaries recommended 
non-concurrence ‘to the memorial asking a 
change in boundaries between the North Ala- 
bama and Alabama conferences, but recom- 
mended that the request fora change in the 
Florida conference be granted. 

The report of the committee was rejected. 

The report of the committee on revisal 
recommended no change in the reading 
of the rubric in relation to baptism. The mi- 
nority report recommended the substitution of 
“may at his discretion” in place of “shall at 
his discretion.” 

The discussion took a very broad scope and 
was continued at length. 

The report was adopted. 

Rev. Dr. John Miley, fraternal messenger 
from the northern Methodist Episcopal church, 
took leave of the genera! general conference 
and spoke feelingly of the kindly reception 
accorded him in Richmond, and of his pro- 
found appreciation of the temper of the feeling 
of this general conference. 

Bishop McTyeire responded in cordial terms.

Primary Elections Once More. 

The Albany News and Advertiser contin- 
nes to write on the subject of primary elec- 
tions, and it is undergoing the process of 
modifying its views—the views, at least, 
that it has heretofore expressed. The pre- 
tence is now set up that General Gordon and 
THE CONSTITUTION are in favor of primary 
elections as a means of allowing Tom, Dick 
and Harry to vote, whether they are demo- 
crats or not—but everybody knows that the 
term primary elections is only another name 
for party elections, and, so far as we know, 
‘nobody but the especial partisans of Mr. 
Bacon has ever hinted that primary elections 
are anything else but party elections at 
which only democrats are allowed to vote. 
Thus when THE CONSTITUTION advises the 
supporters of Mr. Bacon to give the people 
a chance at primary elections, not one of its 
readers understands it to mean that all the 
people are to vote. The contest for the nom- 
ination is one wholly between democrats— 
wholly between the democratic people of the 
state. 

One must be on one’s p’s and q’s, how- 
ever, when discussing such matters with a 
warm Bacon partisan. ‘‘Now,’’ says our 
Albany contemporary, ‘‘because the News 
and Advertiser would confine the votes to 
democrats, THE CONSTITUTION says our 
sentiments are ‘extraordinary’ for this age.’’

Reforms and Remedies. 

The labor bureau, at Washington, has just 
issued its first annual report. The indus- 
trial depression takes up the major portion 
of the volume, and one entire chapter is de- 
voted to the remedies suggested for hard 
times. 

Many of these remedies are sensible, but 
others are absurd, or have a very remote re- 
lation to the subject. Here are some of 
the suggestions collected by the bureau 
agents: Limit the number of appren- 
tices: industrialize the army; let the 
government employ and pay all laborers ; 
colonize the poor ; issue paper money on the 
faith of the entire wealth of the United 
States ; compulsory industrial education by 
the government ; female suffrage ; a change 
from a political to an industrial government; 
local self-government under laws of a purely 
moral or religious nature; prohibit immi- 
gration ; abolish interest ; establish public 
kindergartens ; provide loans for the indi- 
gent; make six hours a day’s work; allow 
no person more land than he can economi- 
cally use ; abolish tramps ; abolish laws for 
the collection of debts; establish a parcels 
post ; limit private fortunes; abolish the 
federal senate ; secularize the state, and in- 
crease the taxes on rum and tobacco. 

We have here a wonderfal variety of re- 
forms and remedies, but pet hobbiessand a 
spirit of crankism will be seen fringing 
most of them. 

One bold reformer is contident that ‘‘ good 
judgment and hard work’”’ will restore pros- 
perity ; another advises people ‘‘ never to 
borrow money, and never to pay interest ;”’ 
another is satisfied that all will be well if 
the government will establish boards of 
health everywhere. One man sees no hope 
until we abolish the military academy at 
West Point ; another says that we must sub- 
stitute moral suasion for penal laws; and 
one aggressive agitator declares that business 
will never improve until we abolish the 
truck system. 

These are queer things to embody ina 
public document intended for the considera- 
ticn of statesmen ; but they constitute the 
exceptional features of the report. In the 
main, it is an able summary, and its statig- 
tics will help us all to a better understand- 
ing of the industrial and commercial situa- 


tion.

The Farmer Bears the Burden. 

The May report of Commissioner Dodge is 
an interesting document. 

In this report the southern state agents 
present very clearly the status of our plant- 
ers, their indebtedness, the interest they are 
compelled to pay, and the per cent over cash 
prices paid for their supplies when they bay 
on credit. 

It is impossible to glance over these facts 
and figures without coming to the conclusion 
that southern farming pays better than any 
other industry. Were this not the case our 
farmers would soon be crushed to earth under 
their heavy burdens. 

The report from Georgia presents this 
showing: 

As a general rule the indebtedness of farmers is 
to the merchant, as the banks do not advance to 
themjte any considerable extent. The supplies 
chiefly bought on credit are bacon, lard, flour, corn 
and hey, and fertilizers. The average cash and 
credit prices of corn and bacon during the last 


growing season (average of the state) were about as 
follows:

The average length of credit is about four 
months, buying commencing about May 1, and ex- 
tending thoughout July, payable Novemberl. This 
would indicate a rate per cent per annum for corn, 
53, and bacon, 92, over the cash prices. I think 
it wonld be tafe tosay that the average rate per 
cent added to the cash prices of all goods sold to 
farmers is 50 per cent per annum. 

The past-due indebtedness is carried over at very 
varying rates, there being no general rale, but at 
not less than 10 per cent per annum. (The legal 
rate is 8 percent, if stated in writing; otherwise 7 
percent) I willremark here that probably one 
reason for the high percentage charged for suppiies 
sold on credit is the improbability of the mer- 
chants being able to collect more than 7 per cent 
(or § av most) in case of suit at law to gnforce pay- 
ment. The average rate per cent on 1s by banks 
to farmers is not less than 15 per cent per annum, 
ranging from 10 to 25 per cent. 

It is impostible to arrive at any confident esti- 
mate, even a near approximation, of the grossin- 
debtedness of farmers. It is probable that the tota] 
is not less than $10,000,000, or more than $30,000,000. 


The total of indebtedness has certainly not. in-

ereased during the last three or four years, and it 
is probably less now than at any time in the last 
five years, and about the same 4s it was one year 
820. | ; 
Well may the statistician remark that this 
record for Georgia and the other southern 


states ‘‘makes a burden of interest that is 


unendurable.’’ For Georgia it is fifty per 
cent in the prices of advances, and ten per 
cent interest on past-due indebtedness. In 
North Carolina it is twenty-five per cent, in- 
cluding the advanced price of supplies far- 
nished; in South Carolina it is fifteen per 
cent; in Florida it is sixteen per cent; in 
Alabama it is fifty per cent increase in price 
of goods, and twenty per cent on mortgages; 
in Mississippi it is fifteen per cent on ad- 
vances, without reference to increase of 
prices, and ten per cent on general indebted- 
ness: in Louisiana it is fifteen per cent, be- 
sides higher prices of goods and advances by 
country merchants; in Texas it is twelve 
per cent nominal interest for supplies charged 
at an excess of from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent, and in Arkansas itis ten per cent by 
contract. on supplies charged at an extra 
profit of forty per cent. 

Every where we find that the great major- 
ity of cotton plantersin debt for current 
supplies. This absorbs the profits of prodac- 
tion, and in more than one state the farmers 
sufter a loss of $5,000,000 yearly, a sum liter- 
ally ground out of them by the commercial 
classes. What Commissioner Dodge says of 
the mortgage system is worth quoting, as it 
is true of debt in general : 

It is a blessing when it enablesa poor but indus- 
trious young man to sectre a home and a profitable 
business and to pay foritin sure and easy iustall- 
ments; it is a withering curse when it makes pro- 


auction dear and difficult, consumes a crop before 
it is made, and renders indebtedness hopeless.

Various shops where bread, meat 
and groceries can be procured foot up 7,526. In 
other words, there are more rum shops than food 
shops in this great city of New York by 2,749.

A Large Cotton Firm in Louisville Suspends 
Involving Two Other Firms, 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 17.—Business circles 
were startled this afternoon by a triple assign- 
ment. The firms of Davis, Trabue & Co., 
wholesale dealers in cotton; Trabue, Davis & 
Co.,cotton factors, and Davis, Mallory & Co., 
wholesale dealers in dry goods and notion; at 
775 and 717 West Main street. The three 
houses named are all inter-connected. The 
members of the first named firm are W.A. 
Davis, Richard Trabue and Samuel T. Mallo- 
ry; of the second, James ‘Trabue (deceased), 
W.A. Davis, and Richard Trabue; and of the 
third, S. T. Mallory and W. A. Davis. 
—_/0 addition to these firms’ assignment 
Messrs. 8S. 8. Mallory, Richard Trabue and W. 
A. Davis, make individual assignments. The 
assignees are Judge Alex, Humphrey and 
Colonel St. John Boyle. The liabilities are 
from $138,000 to 3150,000. It is claimed the 
assets are sufficient to cover this. The assign- 
ment is supposed to have been caused by slow 
payments in the south, where nearly all the 
firms’ debtors are located. The creditors are 
principally in the east.

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THE VETERANS’ MEETING. 


Adoption of a Constitution and By-Laws Last 
Night. 

The meeting of the Fultcn County Confederate 
Veterans’ Association at the courthouse last night 
was attended bya large number of the members. 

President Wright called the meeting to order at 
S o’ciock, and stated that the object was to take 
action regarding the constitution and by-laws pre- 
pared by the executive committee. 

Major A. J. McBride submitted the committee's 
report, Which was read i Secretary Davis. 

On motion of Captain H. H. Colquitt, the con- 
stitution and by-laws were discussed, amended 
and adopted by sections. A number of them were 
adopted without discussion, but a few provoked 
many speeches.

Hayes’s friends suc- 
ceeded, however, in getting him away from 
the house without any trouble beyond the 
quarrel, After leaving the house the men 
walked up Decatur. street and parted. Soon 
after leaving his companions Hayes returned 
to the woman’s house and renewed the quar- 
rel. The woman finally struck Hayes, and in 
an instant he hurled a large stone at her head. 
The stone was thrown with great force and 
struck the woman on the left side of the head. 
She dropped tothe floor apparently lifeless, 
and Hayes wheeled out of the house and fied. 
Some one in the house gave the alarm and the 
police were called in. Then it was ascertained 
that the woman’s skull had been frightfully 
crushed in, and that she was inan uncon- 
ecious condition. Physicians were sent for, 
aud when they arrived and examined the 
wounds they stated that the woman was in an 
extremely critical condition. Hayes has not 
been arrested yet. gis
